The International Association of Tropical Agriculture and Colonial Development 
was founded at the close of the first International Congress of Tropical Agriculture 
held in Paris in 1905. 

The object of the Association is the promotion of the scientific and practical 
study of all questions connected with tropical agriculture and the development and 
utilisation of the natural resources of the Colonies. The first President of the 
Association was M. de Lanessan, formerly Governor-General of lndo-China and 
Minister for the Colonics in Paris, who held that office until May, 1910, when he 
was succeeded by Professor Wyndham Dunstan, LL.D., F.R.S., Director of the 
Imperial Institute. The Association has its headquarters in Paris and is governed by 
an International Board, from which an Executive Committee of from five to seven 
administrators is selected. 

Several of the European countries have formed sections for facilitating the work 
of the Association locally and a British Section has now been constituted in London. 

The work of the Association consists in promoting investigations into questions of 
special importance to tropical agriculture, in publishing the results of these enquiries, 
and in organising International Congresses for the discussion of the problems of 
Tropical Agriculture and Colonial Development. 

In May, 1910, the Second International Congress of Tropical Agriculture and 
Colonial Development, organised by the Association, was held at Brussels. At this 
Congress reports on various enquiries initiated by the Association were read and 
discussed and a large number of important papers on various subjects connected with 
tropical agriculture and colonial development were contributed. These reports and 
papers are now in course of publication. A short account of the proceedings of the 
Congress, with abstracts of the reports and papers read by British members, is published 
in the “Bulletin of the Imperial Institute,” vol. viii, 1910, No. 2, from which it will be 
seen that much useful work was accomplished and that the international enquiries 
conducted by the Association are already yielding results which are likely to be of the 
greatest importance to those interested in tropical agriculture and colonial development 
in the British Empire.

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British participation in the Brussels Congress was arranged for by a British 
Committee, and at a meeting of this Committee, held at the close of the Congress, it 
was decided to take steps to hold the next Congress in London, in accordance with 
the unanimous desire exoressed at a General Assembly of the International Association. 
A British Section of the International Association has been formed, which will be 
responsible for the organisation of the Congress in London in 1914. 

The work of the Association is not only of interest to Departments of 
Agriculture and Forestry throughout the Empire but also to planters, and to merchants 
and manufacturers who are concerned with tropical and colonial raw materials. 

It is essential that a large membership should be secured for the British Section in 
order that the London Congress may be successful, and it is hoped that all interested 
in tropical agriculture and development throughout the Empire will join the British 
Section of the International Association. 

The annual subscription for members of the British Section is one pound, 
payable on the 1st January in each year. 

Members of the British Section will have the privilege of taking part in the London 
Congress without further special payment. They will also receive the publications of 
the International Association as these are issued. In addition, the quarterly “Bulletin 
of the Imperial Institute” will be supplied to them free of charge. A reading and 
writing room will be reserved at the Imperial Institute for the use of members of the 
section when in London, and members will also be entitled to make use of the general 
library and reading-rooms of the Imperial Institute.

The International Association of Colonial Agriculture, which was founded after the first 
International Congress of Tropical Agriculture and Colonial Development held in Paris in 1905, 
proposes to hold a second International Congress at Brussels from the 20th to the 23rd May, 1910. 

The organisation of this second Congress has been undertaken by the Belgian Society for 
the study of Tropical Agriculture and by an influential Belgian Committee, The International 
Exhibition at Brussels will be open at the date of the Congress and is likely to be of great interest 
to those attending the Congress. The date of the Congress has been selected with a view to 
facilitating the attendance of members who desire also to be present at the International Botanical 
Congress, which meets at Brussels from the 14th to the 22nd May. 


The International Association of Colonial Agriculture has for its principal object the 
scientific and practical study of all questions connected with agriculture and colonial development, 
and the programme of the Congress is arranged with a view to including work in these and 
cognate subjects. 


The matters which will more particularly receive attention are as follows:— 


Cultivated tropical products. 

Forest products. 

Wild plants of economic interest. 
Origin, composition and utilisation 
of natural materials. 

The manuring of crops. 

Diseases of economic plants. 
Technology and utilisation of raw 
materials. 


Applied zoology and entomology. 

Tropical hygiene. 

Colonial economics. 

Statistics relating to cultivation and produc¬ 
tion in the colonies. 

Rural engineering and building construction . 
Colonial and ti'opical agriculture. 
Compilation of data relating to tropical agri¬ 
culture , etc. 








Various special enquiries were initiated at a preliminary meeting held in Paris in June, 
1909, and circulars relating to these will be issued shortly. 

Committees have been, or are being, formed in all countries interested in tropical agriculture 
and colonial development, with a view to stimulating interest in the work of the Congress. 
These Committees undertake, for their respective countries, the nomination of reporters to the 
Congress on special questions, and arrange for the contribution, of papers by their compatriots. [A 
circular relating to the work of the British Committee is enclosed.] 

The principal arrangements, so far made regarding the Congress, are as follows:— 

Tlie subscription to the Congress for non-members of the International Association is fixed 
at 15 francs for those who desire to receive copies of the Congress publications, and 10 francs 
for those who do not. The subscription for a lady accompanying a member of the Congress will 
be 10 francs. The subscription for members of the International Association will be 10 francs 
and this will entitle them to receive copies of all the Congress publications. [For conditions of 
membership of the International Association see special circular enclosed.] Persons unable to 
attend the Congress in person can become members and are then entitled to submit papers. 

Subscriptions for the Congress should be sent to M. Vandervaeren, Treasurer of the Belgian 
Committee, at the Ministry of the Interior and of Agriculture, Brussels, Belgium. 

The official language of the Congress will be French but any language may be used in 
contributing papers, or in taking part in discussions. 

During the Congress visits and excursions of scientific interest will be arranged and a 
programme of these will be issued in due course.
